This information has been 
gathered in the true epirit of family his- 
tory, and we think that Colonel Maunsell 
has been fortunate in finding so well- 
eq upped a writer as Commander Statham. 
We deem the book worthy of comparison

Commander Statham sets out with an 
account of the origin of the name, 
arms and crest, and early genealogy. 
first really great man bearing this name 
was Sir John Maunsell, who played a 
memorable part in the reign of Henry 
lil, There is, perhaps, a trace of the 
tues Boswelliana in the comparison of his 
poe with that of Cardinal Wolsey. 

t is certain that for thirty years he acted 
as the King’s adviser, his representative, 
and his agent in delicate missions at 
home and abroad. In discussing the mar- 
riage of Sir John the author hazards the 
statement that it was no uncommon occur- 
rence for a lad of nineteen or twenty to 
marry a child of fifteen or sixteen. He 
se have put the age considerably 
eariier, for we have met instances of 
bridegrooms of fourteen and fifteen. The 
fact must not be forgotten that boys in 
the thirteenth century attained maturity 
long before lads of our own day. Warwick 
the King-Maker commanded armies at an 
age when a modern boy would be no more 
than in the sixth form. Commander Stat- 
ham brings out the moderation and 
humanity in the character of Sir John 
Maunsel , and these are remarkable quali- 
ties in the reign of Henfy III. 

With pardonable pride Colonel Maun- 
sell writes: “Those who cavil at and 
doubt the influence of heredity may turn 
to the current history of this, the greatest 
war in history, and its causative effects on 
individual members of the Empire. Of 
this there are instances in the Mansell and 
Maunsell, among other historic families, 
of which I have during the past eighteen 
months had ample proof in. the many 
visits I have received from kinsmen com- 
ing from all parts of the world, from the 
north, from the south, the east, and the 
west, rallying round the flag of the Em- 
pire: from Australia, New Zealand, South 
Africa, North and South America, and 
Canada have they come ; and I am pleased 
to say that all, or nearly atl, have called 
on me to inguire about the present his- 
tory, and one and all were influenced by 
the study of Mr, R. G. Maunsell’s classic 
work, a work which has in a great mea- 
sure brought together al] the members of 
this great family. It is a pleasing and 
instructive Mgr gyro to cast a retrospect 
over a series of centuries, and note that 
from the days of Henry IIT. down to this, 
the greatest war the world has ever seen, 
the Maunsells have fought in Flanders, at 
Crecy, Poitiers, Tournay, Agincourt, in 
the Wars of the Roses, in the Wars of the

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BRITISH FOREIGN POLICY. 


It is a scandal to historical scholarship | 


that we have no really good, large book on 
our foreign policy. Sir J. R. Seeley 
began suelr a book, and left two most illu- 
minating volumes behind him. Mr. Has 
sail attempted a book, but it is hardly 
worthy of his reputation Now we have, 
for the first time, an excellent survey of 
our foreign policy in Kurope from the 
reign of Elizabeth to onr own day. Pro- 
fessor Egerton well known as an’ au- 
thority on Colonial history He very 
properly points out that Colonial and Im- 
perial history cannot be understood with 
out reference to the European system from 
which it took its rise. He gives a coherent 
account of our European policy for three 
hundred years, and the only fault which 
have to find with the book is that it is 
not large: 

Professor Egerton does not attem pt too 
much. He is content to leave to one side 
problems on which he has spent time and 
trouble, if these problems do not bear on 
the main issue. He knows much about 
Colonial policy at the end of the seven- 
teenth century. His sense of proportion, 
however, obliges him to pass ‘over events 
on which he has done special work. He 
develops the causes of our antagonism to 
France from 1689 to 1815, when we fought 
a second Hundred Years’ War with a Má 
midable opponent. Three-quarters of the 
book deal with the nineteenth century, 
though the last two decades are passed 
over lightly One distinguishing feature 
of this part is the use made of the actual 
words, written or spoken, of the leading 
statesmen and diplomatists who were re- 
sponsible for our foreign policy. Marked 
attention is bestowed on the relations be- 
tween England and France from 1830 to 
1870. Professor Egerton is right in dating 
the new Europe from the conclusion of the 
Franco-German War of 1870-71. Then 
comes an able chapter on the problems of 
the new Kurope from 1871 to 1900. The 
last chapter is concerned with our sea 
power in relation to other nations. The 
author begins with Selden, and scarcely 
gets beyond the seventies: here too much

An unconventional locum 
tenens provides him instead with a drug which 
bringe his spiritual crisis abruptly to a head. 
Under its influence the bishop, after walking 
down Piccadilly in a estate not easily distinguish- 
able from intoxication, and reaching the 
Athenmum without public disaster, experiences 
in that environment a vision of the presence of 
God. Finally he resigns the See of Princhester, 
and retires with his family to work out his 
salvation in a dingy London suburb. 

That, together with the inevitable philander- 
ing, of a mild and decorous sort, is the frame 
on which Mr. Wells hangs the ecroll of the new 
Gospel. In this version it has something more in- 
tahiible, something less impressive, than in “God 
the Invisible King.” Though the “Veiled Being "

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Germany in the Dock, 


With every new day the evidence against 
the crimes of German militarism and Ger- 
man diplomacy becomes fuller and more 
damning. We must thank chiefly the 
State Department at Washington for 
recent revelations concerning the. diplo- 
matic crimes, It gives them to the world 
without comment—almost nonchalantly, as 
it weree-and we may believe that the 
German Government is beginning to en- 
tertain the horrid suspicion that the State 
Department may have many further ex- 
“up its sleeve.” At any rate, we 
have to-day, while the Luxburg and Eck- 
hardt despatches are still fresh in our 
minds, a new revelation of the character 
of the scoundrel who, until America came 
into the war, was Germany's Ambassador at 
Washington. The despatch which we print 
to-day was sent by Count Bernstorff to the 
Foreign Office at Berlin on January 22nd 
of the present year. . It asks sanction for 
the use of German mouey for the vilest 
purposes of bribery and corruption, and it 
contains cleat evidence that for a long 
time previously—certainly since the begin- 
ning of the war—bribery and cerruption 
hdd been the chief weapons of the German 
Embassy at Washington. Count -Bern- 
storff requested authority to spend 50,000 
dollars “ in order, as on former oécasions, 
to influence Congress through .organisa- 
tiens you know of, which can, perhaps, 
prevent war’; and he was so sure of his 
Government's cónsent that he was “' be- 
ginning in the meantime to act accord- 
ingly." The statement is as complete and 
eandid as the most damaging confession of 
personal frailty that Samuel Pepys ever 
committed to the secret of his Diary. 
The remainder of the tch contains a 
recommendation which throws a bright 
light ‘into one of the darkest corners of 
German war-diplomacy—namely, its efforts 
to make capital out-of ‘the hostility to 
England of the extreme Irish elements in 
the United States. ‘In the above circuin- 
stances,” says Count Bernstorff—that is 


| public ‘and - official 
declaration in favour cf Teelund is

conflict nét merely ‘with the honest apathy 
of the American people, but with the 
skill and cunning of the most unscrupulous 
diplomacy in the world. The enemy was 
within his gates; and even at his throat, 
long before the United States declared 
war on ‘Germany. At one moment 
Count Bernstorff ‘was an affable guest 
at the White House. At the next 
he was stattering German gold among 
recteaht Americans with the object of driy- 
ing wedge after wedge between the Presi- 
dent and his people. Mr. Wilson, like 
Ithuriel with his spear, conquered all this 
complicated German villainy with his 
gifts of courage, honesty, and faith. The 
world owes him as great a debt as it owes 
to the most splendid champion of human 
liberty in the past. The other.-train of 
thought leads us to an equally definite con- 
clusion. The vile system of. government 
which, openly, has overrun: . Europe with 
bloodshed, and, . secretly, has outraged 
every tradition of international décency— 
which is responsible for Louvain and ‘the 
Lusitania, for Count Luxburg and Count 
Bernstorff—must be abolished utterly be- 
fore the world can hope to enjoy a 
moment's security or peace. When we say 
that we can have “ no peace with Hohen- 
zollernism ” we mean simply that we can 
make no truce with the revival in the 
twentieth century of the worst barbaritiés 
and treacheries of the middle ages. If the 
present system of government in Germany 
survives this war, then our laborionsly 
contrived © civilisation will have ‘been 
swamped by Prussian militarism as a 
former civilisation was swamped by Attila. 
The sword must not sleep im the Allies’ 
hand until that militarism has disappeared 
for ever. Ii need be, we must employ 
against the hostis humani generis the full 
weight of that economic weapon: of. which 
thoughtful Germans are beginning to be 
mortally afraid. 

There was a time whén a number. of 
tragically foolish Irishmen talked about 
their “ gallant allies in Europe.” Though a 
sufficiently costly monument to their folly 
exists in the ruins of Sackville street, the 
illusion, it would appear, is not yet deal, 
The Sinn Fein Party's only hope for the 
establishment of an Irish Republic is 
based on the Peace Conference: we know 
now that it has no other policy which if 
dares to discuss with even the most’ 
thoughtless and fanatica] among its sup- 
porters. Who will be its friends at the 
Peace Conference? England, Franee, the 
United States, Russia, and Italy will treat 
with contemipt the body of Irishmen who, 
among English-speaking © men 
throughout the world, were rénegades from 
the cause of freedom. Will Germany help 
the Sinn Feiners at the Peace Conference ! 
In the first place, Germany will appear ai 
the Conference in a white sheet. She will 
be far too busy with her own act of con- 
trition to concern herself with the affairs 
of Ireland or any other foreign country. 
Her business there will be to give guaran 
tees for her own good conduct in the 
future, and the triumphant Allies will 
hold her strictly to that business. In the 
next place, the Peace Conference will nieet 
upon the grave 6f.Proxsian militeriem. 
Phe © gallant ally” who ingpired’ the Irish | 
rébellion will exist no linger. The anto- 
cracy which cajoled Ivishmen in Ir@and 
and bribed Irishmen im “America will be 
a thing of the past, and the new Germany 
will be very heartily ashamed of it—for 
until Germany has been brought to that 
state of mind there will be no Peace Con- 
ference. At the Conference, then, a Ger- 
many, which has purgéd her guilt, will be 
as little willing to recognise the friends 
of her dissolute past as was Henry Y. 
to recognise his old: comrades “of the 
London taverns, Sinn Fein has nothing 
to hope from the mew Germany, and 
what it had to hope from the unregenerate 
Germany, in the most favourable circum- 
stances, is shown to-day by the cynicism 
of Count Bernstorff's despatch. The dis- 
loyal Irish were merely useful as pawns 
in the dirtiest games of Prussian mili- 
tarism. They would have gained nothing | 
from its victory. In their blind folly they’ 
have deprived themselves of any share in 
the gory of its defeat,

War Office Films. 


The action ól the War Office in. taking 
over the task of “ filming ' all the notable 
incidents of the war is a striking, de 
parture front’ “red tape”. The Govern- 
ment has absorbed for the period 
of the war the Topical Film Company, and 
has outlined a plan of campaign after .con- 
sultation with variets, experts of the 
trade. The purpose is not merely the 
work of propaganda, but the provision. aí 
historical records for the benefit of the 
present and’ future ‘generations. The 
répertoirs will comprise battle scenes on 
all the British fronts,. and life behind the 
lines, ‘the scenes of French activities, and 
Portuguese, Italian, and American pic- 
tures. These are to be-exhibited in the 
United Kingdom, throughout the British 
Dominions, and jin: the Far East and 
America. It is quite probable that naval 
pictures, too, will be produced. In addi- 
tion, it is proposed that certain regiments, 
to be ‘specified ‘with their full designation, 
shall be “ taken.”* These particular films 
are intended for exhibition primarily in 
the counties. and cities from which the 
regiments derive their territorial birth and 
name. It will be remembered that the 
identification of regimemis in the firing 
line was instituted only recently in a 
despatch of Sir Douglas Haig's, so that 
at last justice is to be done to particular 
corps, as in the ‘good qld days.”
